Doctor Says The Go-Getter Is 
Destined For A Heart Attack

Change of diet, more exer­ 
cise, giving up cigarettes and 
liquor — all will be of no avail 
to the “Type A'"' man who 
wishes to prevent a heart at­ 
tack. His only hope is to change 
his behavior pattern. 
This was the message given 
to about 50 people last night at 
a lecture at College of Mann by 
Dr. Meyer Friedman, author of 
the1 best seller. "Type' A Behav­ 
ior and Your H eart.'' 
F u rtherm ore, according to 
Dr. 
Friedman, some of the 
hard-dri v e n , 
tim e-fighting, 
highly competitive "Type A s” 
are. like some cancer victims. 


so far gone in their ways of 
dealing with life, there is little 
hope they will change. 
Dr. Friedman, the director of 
eardiovascu 1 ar research at 
Mount Zion Hospital in San 
Francisco, last mght described 
his research and theories, but 
said. "I haven't yet convinced 
everyone in the Heart Associa­ 
tion ” 
While high cholesterol and 
heredity play a part in heart 
disease. Dr. Friedman main­ 
tained that the prime factor is 
“ type A” behavior, which can 
actually cause the cholesterol 
rate to rise. In fact, he said, 
high cholesterol has been found

The type A person. Dr.. Fried­ 
man said, is first of all a status 
seeker. He is worried “ not just 
about food and shelter," but 
about what people think of him... 
His goals and ambitions "con­ 
stantly change," too, because 
when 
he achieves one goal, 
another looms ahead.. 
He is continuously fighting 
time and can be recognized by 
his speech patterns, since he 
seldom waits for the other per­ 
son to finish a sentence; in­ 
stead, he bursts in with his 
comment. 
Type A's find much resist­ 
ance in other 'people, Dr. Fried­ 
man said, and they spend "ev­ 
ery 
m inute 
of 
the 
d a y ” 
struggling against this resist­ 
ance, as well as fighting time. 
“All of us wish achievements, 
but “ A” wants too m any,” Dr. 
Friedman said. 
Interestingly enough, he add­ 
ed that his research among 
corporation 
executives 
has 
shown that while A's often are 
highly successful., they seldom 
are the top men in corpora­ 
tions. 
Instead, the plum, jobs go to 
the more easy-going men who 
make decisions more slowly 
and who, like successful gener­ 
als, “ refuse to go into battle 
until the troops are ready.’"" 
Type A's, though, “often are 
sales m anagers,” Dr. Fried­ 
man said, and he added he 
thought it was “ probably im­ 
possible" to be a city editor and 
not be a Type A. 
However, Dr. Friedman said, 
“ anxiety is not what we’re1 talk­ 
ing about.” For example, he 
explained, a person like Mrs. 
(Betty) Ford, who has just un­ 
dergone a cancer operation .and, 
who probably is worried about 
the future, “undoubtedly has 
low cholesterol.” 
In fact, he1 said, the type A 
city editor who enters the hospi­ 
tal with a heart attack and is 
worried about whether he .is 
going to live or not, has a drop 
in the cholesterol rate because 
he is no longer struggling with

Perry and his creekside 
neighbors protested that the 
proposed ban on new construc­ 
tion close to the stream s would 
devalue their property unfairly. 
They stressed that the city it­ 
self could not have built its new 
Creekside Park in the Hub area

within the setback area. 
Stream bed widths, a m atter 
of definition for calculating 
flood conditions, were reported 
by City Engineer Charles R.

direct control over both the strife-ridden housing 
authority and redevelopment agency. (Other su­ 
p erv iso rs sto ries, p a g e 5.) 
The board's unanimous ac- 
tion. following months of tur­ 
moil within and between the 
two semi-autonomous agencies, 
came at the start of a 90-minute 
hearing on a proposed reorgani­ 
zation submitted by County Ad­ 
ministrator John F. Barrows. 
The move to disband the two 
agencies' boards of directors 
will not be final, however, until 
30 days after an ordinance is 
enacted by supervisors. That 
document will be reviewed Jan. 
t . 
Other aspects of Barrows' 
proposed reorganization — in­ 
cluding a recommendation that 
the county planning department 
be divided up — were 'discussed 
but not acted upon. Discussion 
will resume Dec. 23. 
Disbandment of the housing 
authority 
and. 
redevelopment 
agency boards faced no serious 
opposition yesterday, though a 
majority of housing authority 
directors had voted to oppose 
dissolving their board. 
Philip Ehrlich Jr., chairman 
of the housing board, said he 
was not, opposed to a. county 
takeover but suggested supervi­ 
sors appoint a seven-to-nine- 
member advisory committee 
Supervisors left hanging that 
proposal, sim ilar to one recom­ 
mended by Barrows, for further 
study. Such a committee would 
advise supervisors, sitting as 
the com m unity developm ent 
commission, on housing policies 
and tenant relations. 
Rogers Jones, a member of 
the housing board, and Frank 
Purdy, a member of the rede­ 
velopment board, spoke oppos­ 
ing 'disbandment. 
"The 'board must take respon­ 
sibility for housing and redevel­ 
opment,” Supervisor Peter R 
Arrigoni Jr. said in making the 
motion to assume control. "I 
think we’ve shirked it in the 
past. We've done a lot of plan­ 
ning for housing 
but haven't. 
provided any except four or 
five 
token 
senior 
citizen 
projects," he added. 
He drew' support from Super­ 
visor Arnold M. Baptiste, 'who 
said supervisors m ust give 
“ more than lip service to the 
housing needs of low and mod- 
erate-income families. ” 
Most of yesterday’s discus­ 


ió n centered on Barrows' pro­ 
posal to split the planning de­ 
partment with the advanced 
planning section placed under 
his 
control and the current 


planning section under the de­ 
partm ent of environm ental 
services. 
The session drew an audience 
of about 60, most of whom 
urged no action be' taken pend­ 
ing further study and greater 
public exposure of the proposal. 
The mood of yesterday's ses­

with parks and public works. 
Then. a. standing-room-only au­

Final Two Cities Approve 
Joint Federal Fund Move

cities — Novato and Sausalito 
— last night approved a joint 
powers agreement, needed to 
qualify the county and its 11 
cities to share up to 88 million 
in federal community develop­ 
ment funds. 
Their approvals bring to 10 
the cities that have endorsed 
the agreement. Ross has not 
taken any action, but. its vote is 
not needed. 
Sausalito followed the action 


of Belvedere, Corte Madera, 
Larkspur,

and

Valley in giving the document 
unconditional approval. 
But Novato followed San Ra­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
chief prosecutor in the W ater­ 
gate cover-up trial and John D. 
Ehrlichman s lawyer today got 
into a 
bitter exchange over 
questioning of the former White 
House adviser about what he 
told a grand jury. 
Prosecutor Jam es F. Neal 
continually reminded Ehrlich­ 
man of his stated desire to “get 
the truth out” about Watergate 
and 
asked questions rapidly 
about why 'he did not make 
disclosures of what be knew to 
the FBI and the grand jury. 
Defense attorney William S. 
Frates, making one of' his many 
objections, accused Neal of

“ putting on, a show for the 
press and the audience to get 
laughter." 
Moments later, after the jury 
had left for lunch, Neal, called 
F rates’s rem ark "despicable.” 
Frates leaped up, and said that

and 
claimed Neal was planning to 
run for office in Tennessee 
U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica tried to cool tempers. He 
said he was concerned about 
the effect of such bitter ex­ 
changes on the jury, adding 
that “the jury is wa.tc.hing ev­ 
ery move ... Let’s not let it 
happen again.” 
Sirica added he had detected 
nothing improper on, Neal’s con­ 
duct of the case and noted that

break-m he learned that reelec­ 
tion committee counsel G. Gor­ 
don Liddy was involved, that 
President Richard M. Nixon’s 
personal lawyer Herbert W. 
Kalmbach was raising money 
for the burglary suspects and 
that Liddy had gone to then- 
Attomey General Richard G. 
Kletndienst to get the suspects 
out od jail. 
But Ehrlichman testified that 
he did not tell these things to 
the FBI agents during tes inter­ 
view in late July, 1972, because 
they didn’t ask him specifically 
those questions. 
“ Why didn’t you, take a 
chance and tell them ?” Neal 
asked. “You wanted to get the 
truth out..." 


“It 'wasn't a. matter of getting 
the truth out,” Ehrlichman re­ 
plied. “ I had been advised by 
(White House counsel John W.) 
Dean for nearly an hour about 
how I should respond to the 
questions ... He advised that I 
stick strictly to the questions.” 
EhrUchman, who brote down 
on the stand yesterday while 
recounting the time President 
Richard M. Nixon asked him to 
resign, acknowledged that he 
had from April 17, 1973, on to 
prepare for his grand jury ap­ 
pearances that May 3 and 9. 
Neal then, asked .him if he had. 
not said “I can’t recall” or “ I 
don’t remember” 125 times in 
those grand jury appearances. 
“I have no idea,” Ehr.lichm.an 
replied after his lawyer William 
S Frates had objected to the

Kissinger Clears Cyprus Air 
With Turkish, Greek Envoys 


BRUSSELS fXJPP — Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger met today with the Turkish 
arid Greek Foreign Ministers 
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and. pledged the United States 
will, work for “an early settle­ 
ment of the Cyprus problem on 
the basis of conciliation.” 
Kissinger, who arrived from 
Washington last night, met sep­ 
arately with Turkish Foreign 
Minister Mileh E sen bel and lat­ 
er with Greek Foreign Minister 
Dimitidos Bitsios in his I6th 
floor suite at the Brussels Hil­ 
ton Hotel. 
He scheduled further meet­ 
ings with each of the ministers 
later in the afternoon, appar­ 
ently trying to bring their con­ 
flicting 'positions closer togeth­ 
er. 
“We had a good talk," Kissin­ 
ger told newsmen after meeting 
with, the Greek Minister. “The 
U.S. government is interested 
in an early settlement of the 
Cyprus problem on the basis of 
conciliation 
and against the 
background of the suffering on 
the island. 
“We shall continue our efforts 
in, this direction.” 
Bitsios told newsmen '‘'Kissin­ 
ger's role can be very useful.” 
Esenbel said after his earlier 
meeting with Kissinger that 


Turkish policy on Cyprus would 
not be changed by the U.S. 
congressional decision to cut off 
military aid to Turkey. 
“We are hopeful that we will 
get some positive results in the 
foreseeable future,” Esenbel 
said in a. joint press conference 
with Kissinger after the Hilton 
Hotel brea Mast meeting. 
He said in spite of the U.S. 
Congress-ordered cutoff in mili­ 
tary aid to Turkey that went 
into effect today, “the course of 
action that Tii.rk.ey had decided 
to follow'' might not change and. 
should not change.” 
Esenbel admitted, however, 
congressional action hampered 
U.S. efforts to aid a settlement 
in the past. 
“ Turkey 
and the United 
States decided on a course of 
action in October on Cyprus, 
but 
unfortunately 
the action 
taken by the U.S. Congress 
since then has hampered the 
progress that we could make," 
he said. 
A senior American, official 
said yesterday the aid cancella­ 
tion seriously endangered Kis­ 
singer's peace mission. 


Spanish Strike

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Data Processing Measure Filed 


BOSTON (UPI) - Growing 
concern about computer crime 
and 'peoples' right to privacy 
has sparked computer regulato­ 
ry legislation sponsored by 
members of the data processing 
industry. 
The measure filed in the Mas­ 
sachusetts legislature calls for 
setting up a state 'board of 
registration to pass on who may 
work as a data processor. 


The measure, believed to be 
the first such bill sponsored by 
members of the industry itself, 
has 'been, widely criticized, by 
others in the industry. Critics 


say 
it discriminates 
against 
those people who earned! their 
credentials on the job rather 
than in college, according to 
Patrick 
Ward 
of the 
trade 
weekly “Computer World. ” 


The bill, sponsored by the 
Society of Certified Data Pro­ 
cessors, was filed last Wednes­ 
day, just three1 days 'before 
authorities in Los Angeles dis­ 
covered that computer thieves 
with alleged underworld ties 
had made off with almost SI 
million from the city treasury. 
“ I believe this Los Angeles 
affair provides 120 per cent 


justification for the society’s 
action, to try and prep are 
means for controlling the com­ 
puter industry',” said the socie­ 
ty's former president Alan Tay­ 
lor. 
“ I think a real look at data 
processing is way overdue,” 
Taylor said... "It’s all very well 
to have federal money spent on. 
how’ to accomplish the technolo­ 
gy, but without balanced contri­ 
butions” on the regulatory side 
the public may suffer. 
Under the bill, the 'board of 
registration 
would 
have 
the 
power to say who wras qualified 


to practice data processing and 
could levy fines of up to11500' for 
violations of its standards. 
“ I find it curious that the U.S. 
government requires a man to 
have a license to run a movie 
projector in a movie house, but 
allows just anyone to massage 
and 
manipulate' 
and 
misuse 
data.” said Kenniston W. Lord 
Jr., the Society's current presi­ 
dent. 
Lord said copies of the bill 
were sent to California Secre­ 
tary of State Edmund G. Brown 
and.

ScMesinger said the U.S. Con­ 
gress generally viewed the de­ 
fense budget as the first place 
to cut funds in the face of 
mounting inflation, the sources 
said.

The most recent visitors are 
Tanzania's President Nyerere 
and President Khama of Bot­ 
swana, who met with Kaunda. 
this week. 
Two other — and more sur­ 
prising — sessions were held 
with leaders of Rhodesian liber­ 
ation groups. .Because two of 
the men involved had to be 
temporarily freed, from. Rhode­ 
sian prisons to go to Lusaka., it 
appeared to some observers 
that Rhodesia had opened new 
channels in the search for a 
solution. 
News agency reports from. 
Salisbury' indicate that the aim 
of these meetings is to convene 
a conference to draft a new 
constitution for Rhodesia ac­ 
ceptable to 'both the black ma­ 
jority and the ruling white mi- 
■ nority. 
The two jailed .African lead­ 
ers allowed to go to Lusaka are 
Joshua Nkomo, head of the 
Zimbabwe African People’s Un­ 
ion (ZAPU), and the Rev. Mda- 
biningi Sit hole, leader of the 
rival Zimbabwe African Nation­ 
al Union (ZANU). Both parties 
are banned. Zimbabwe is the 
name given Rhodesia by libera­ 
tion groups. 
A third Rhodesian, .Anglican 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, leader 
of the African National Council, 
reportedly also went to Lusaka 
to participate in the discus­ 
sions. 
Nkomo and Sithole could only 
have flown to Zambia with the 
personal concurrence of Rhode­ 
sian Prime Minister Ian Smith, 
whose government has 
kept 
both men in jail since before 
Rhodesia’s controversial uni­ 


lateral declaration of independ­ 
ence from Britain, in November, 
1965. 
Britain likewise has consulted 
in London with representatives 
of Zambia, Tanzania, and Bot­ 
swana concerning Rhodesia, ac­ 
cording to a Foreign Office 
spokesman. 
The visits of Nkomo and Sith­ 
ole were separate, but both 
men conferred with the black 
Africangleaders in Lusaka, per­ 
haps in an effort to form a 
united political, front in Rhode­ 
sia as part of a general settle­ 
ment there. 
An agreement by white-ruled 
Rhodesia that its large black 
African m ajority population 
would, have equal rights is re­ 
puted to be' the price black 
African leaders expect for a 
wider detente for all of south­ 
ern Africa. 
Meanwhile, 
there are also 
hints from. South Africa that a 
meeting' between Kaunda and 
South African. Prim e Minister 
John Vorster may be imminent. 
Vorster recently has evinced 
strong interest in a settlement 
in Rhodesia as a possible 
means of improving his own 
country’s relations with black 
Africa. 
It is too soon to know if 
genuine progress toward im­ 
provement of biack-white-rela- 
tions can ensue' from these ini­ 
tial maneuvers, informants 
■point out. But many .Africans, 
of either color, are glad to see 
efforts at negotiation being 
made.

AROUND THE WORLD 
Caves Beat Rising 
Costs Of Housing

Many people around the community lies just 1511 miles 
world have found a way to 'beat 
the ever-escalating cost of hous­ 
ing — living in a cave. Admit­ 
tedly, some do so through ne­ 
cessity. But others have 
deliverately chosen in favor of 
cave dwelling over more —or is 
it less? — traditional housing. 


A cave community in Spain is 
fairly representative. The bor­ 
ough of Santiago in Guadix 
contains some 30,WW cave 
dwellers, whose homes are 
'equipped with electric lights 
and tiled floors. Whatever else 
k desired in the way of crea­ 
ture comforts is limited only by 
the householder's pocketbook 
and/or his carpentry or me­ 
chanical ability. 
The rock is so soft it can be 
cut like cheese. These hand- 
hewn homes are warm in win­ 
ter, cool in summer, and at last 
reports they were selling for $35 
to $350' each, 
A “back to 'the caves”' move­ 
ment has been going1 strong in 
France as well. Thrifty Pari­ 
sians, seeking what they call 
“secondary residences” discov­ 
ered that weekend cottages 
were starting to cost a small 
fortune, so —voila! — they 
“discovered" forgotten villages 
cut into the soft limestone of 
the Loire Valley. 
That is a point to remember 
when cave-hunting: .Limestone 
is your 'best bet, .Although, un­ 
counted millions of caves exist 
throughout the world, including 
thousands scattered1 from New 
England to California, many (if 
not most) are completely unfit 
for human habitation; too wet, 
(oo remote, too unstable. 
. Limestone, however, is clean, 
.(try, and provides its own .air 
conditioning. If a limestone re-, 
gkm contains no 'natural caves 
(an 'unlikely happenstance) .you 
can make your own. without 
resorting to bulldoiers and 
earthmovers. Because it is so 
soft, muscle power alone will 
often suffice, depending upon 
how ambitious a dwelling you 
have in mind. 
The Loire Valley troglodyte 


from Paris on the main road 
and rail routes to Bordeaux. 
The dugout dwellings date back 
to the era when the great cha­ 
teaus were built. As local stone 
was excava.'ted to construct the 
battlemented castles for which 
the region is famous, the 
shrewd French cut hack into 
the exposed man-made cliffs to 
create rabbit-warrens of rooms 
and passages, with doors and 
windows sculpted from the face 
of the rock. 
Upon completion these were 
quickly taken over by agricul­ 
tural. workers who could afford, 
nothing else, and there they 
lived for generations. But as 
their economic situations im­ 
proved, the Loire Valley cave 
dwellers drifted off to the cities. 
The imperishable homes were 
abandoned, until city dwellers 
seeking weekend peace in the 
country began moving into 
them in 1971... 
Chic Parisienne Madame Bol- 
lognini owns one overlooking 
t he M ont-Lou. i s v ine yards. 
From the outside, it presents 
none of the grandeur of a hill­ 
top chateau. Ah, but inside Ma­ 
dame BoEognini has outfitted 
her cave with 18th-century peri­ 
od furniture, a rosewood desk, 
and Persian rugs. She has kept 
the original roughhewn vaulted 
shapes covered with simple 
whitewash. 
'The caves .have a year-round 
day and night temperature of .55 
degrees F. A surprise in some 
of the more plush caves are 
handsome fireplaces carved out 
of the stone, connected to chim­ 
neys that may emerge in a field 
60 feet overhead. Rows of chim­ 
neys standing in a vineyard are 
often the only above-ground evi­ 
dence of an entire terrace row 
of 250-year-old cave homes 'be­

Two Dogs 
Poisoned In 
Mill Valley 


Mill, 'Valley dogs are1 being 
poisoned again. 


Two black Labrador retriev­ 
ers were poisoned yesterday 
afternoon in the West Blithe- 
dale Canyon area of the city, 
'police reported, 
The previous rash of poison­ 
ings occurred in September of 
1973, when 11 dogs ate tainted 
meat and at least two died. 
In June of 1973, about .20 dogs 
were poisoned over a 10-day 
period. Eight or nine of the 
animals died as a result. All the 
'poisonings took place in the 
West Blithedale Canyon neigh­ 
borhood. 
The two dogs poisoned yester­ 
day wandered to their homes at 
about 4:30' p.m. and went into 
convulsions, police said. Their 
owners, Harriet Fishman of 310 
Shady Lane and Helen Massi- 
kas of 9 Marsh Drive, rushed 
the animals to veterinarians. 
'Both are expected to recover, 
according to investigators.. 
Police found 
ground 
meat 
wrapped in paper lying at the 
side of the road on King Street. 
Both dogs are believed to have 
sampled, the m eat, laced, with 
either rat 'poison or strychnine, 
at about 1:30 p.m. 
Lt. Robert Dyche said the 
latest poisonings followed the 
same pattern, as previous ones 
and all are likely to have been 
perpetrated by the same per­ 
son. 
A warning went out to dog 
owners in the neighborhood yes­ 
terday to keep their animals in 
their homes or yards. “ Bonf 
let them 
ran loose,” Dyche 
said. “That seems to be when 
they get in trouble.” 
Police also are advising par­ 
ents to caution their children 
against touching any meat they 
may find lying on the ground.

Meat Consumption 


To Remain Stable 


WASHINGTON ÍUPI) - Agri­ 
culture Department 'economists 
say the average American will 
consume the same amount of 
red meat next year as in 1974 
although pork, consumption, will 
drop considerably due to high, 
prices and small1 supplies. 
George Hoffman, a livestock 
economist, said in a speech at 
the USDA’s annual outlook con­ 
ference y esterday that, red 
meat consumption in 1.975 will 
remain at roughly 'the same 
level of 188 pounds a person as 
in 1974. 
But the type of meat eaten by 
consum ers 
next 
year 
will 
change due to anticipated large 
supplies of beef and veal but a 
drop in pork supplies of at least 
10 per cent during the first half 
of 1975. 
Hoffman said the increases in 


beef and veal consumption next 
year will virtually offset the 
decline in pork consumption.. 
“ In this event,” he said, “ retail 
meat prices will rise if consum­ 
er demand holds up as expect­ 
ed..""' 
A 
number of uncertainties 
still cloud the supply situation 
of red meats next year. 
Record numbers of cattle on 
farm s and ranches, rather than 
in feedlots, coupled, with 'the 
sm aller supplies of hay and 
forage for feeding make the 
beef industry “ particularly vul­ 
nerable” to weather conditions 
in the winter and spring of 1975. 
Either a severe winter or a 
dry spring and summ er could 
send slaughter rates sharply up 
from current estimates, there­ 
by sending much more 'beef to 
the retail market.

Merchants Draw Up List 
Of Sign Rule Objections 


Merchants in Larkspur have 
a list of objections to the city’s 
proposed tough new sign ordi­ 
nance, and they plan soon to 
take their case to city officials. 
Businessman Neil Brixon yes­ 
terday 
told the Chamber of 
Commerce of 14 objections to 
the proposed law, which he said 
would affect almost all of the 
100 or more merchants in Lark­ 
spur. 
Brixon, owner of Elite Rug 
Cleaners at 975 Magnolia Ave­ 
nue and a former city council­ 
man, said the new ordinance is 


not needed because the existing 
one can be improved through 
rewriting. 
He said City Mgr. Harlan 
Barry is frying to set up a .joint 
meeting of the city council, 
planning commission, design 
review board and chamber of 
commerce for sometime next 
month to hash out the issue. He 
issued a call for merchants to 
attend that meeting. 
Worst feature of the new' ordi­ 
nance is the limit of one sign to 
each business, Brixon said. 
He also said the new ordi­ 


nance “leaves too much to the 
subjective criteria of the design 
review board" and “is guided 
too much by the personal pref­ 
erences of its authors,” a city 
council-appointed com m ittee 
which 
initially 
contained 
no 
merchants. 


Specific objectionable fea­ 
tures 
include 
limitations 
on 
height and area, exclusion of 
most readerboards. regulation 
of exterior lighting, alleged reg­ 
ulation of wall color and failure 
to set' different standards for 
different zoning districts. 


Additionally, it will be hard to 
enforce, Brixon said. 
He recommended rewriting 
the current ordinance in seven 
areas instead of replacing if 


with the new one. He called for 
provisions regulating sandwich 
boards, indoor signs and read­ 
erboards ; eliminating rooftop 
signs by attrition; limiting 
height of certain signs; public 
inspection of signs over the 
public right-of-way; and formu­ 
lation of objective standards to 
replace 
the 
subjective 
stan­ 
dards of public 'bodies.

SOME LEAD ERS in business 


and government object to such 
headlines — and to the stories 
which go with them.

Like 
tUbse who object to reporting of 
clime in the news column, they 
prefer the ostrich method: 
When danger approaches, bury 
your head in the sand. Further, 
they would “ emphasize the po­ 
sitive” by reporting only the 
“ good.” 
This, of course, has been 


tried before. 


IT WAS TRIED in the early 


days of the depression of the 
1900s. Many newspapers went 
along with it, printing on the 
front page each day such 


“ Bright Spots in Business” as 
the wire news services could 
glean. 
The San Rafael Independent 


was one of them. A glance 
through some of its issues in 
early 1932 — before the worst 
of the depression — indicates 
how hard the press tried in the 
“ positive thinking” effort. 
Many of the little page one 


“ Bright Spots” consisted of op­ 
timistic forecasts by this or 
that bank, investment counse­ 
lor, 
or government bureau. 


Mixed in with them were such 
items as these: 
“ Bank suspensions 
in the 


past week totaled only 
10, 


against

week.” 
“ Baltimore and Ohio Rail­ 
road increased working hours 
of nearly 2,000 shopmen and 
mechanical workers from four 
to five days a week.” 
“ Ford Motor Co. ordered 10,-

Steel Coro, for immediate de- 


Perhaps the little items did 


some good. But the philosophy 
behind them probably hindered 
efforts to combat the depres­ 
sion; for as long as we keep 
telling 
ourselves 
that 
we 


needn’t worry because “ every­ 
thing is going to turn out all 
right,” we are not likely to get 
at the reasons why things have 
gone wrong. 
There is a lot of this same 


kind of approach in the Ford 
administration’s dependence on 
“ W IN” buttons and brave talk 
when we need government ef­ 
forts to get at the causes of 
inflation and recession — and 
we don’t mean wage and price 
controls, which don’t get at the 
cause at all. 
We can only hope that the 


new Congress, convening next 
month, will neither try to “ pa­ 
per over” the problems with 
wordy declarations nor conceal 
them with further deficit spend­ 
ing. 
Meantime, nothing is gained 


by blaming the bearer of bad 
news — whether it be the Wall 
Street Journal or the IJ.

State Contract Awards 
Need Further Checking

In a report to the legislature, Auditor 
Gei, Harvey Rose reviewed concession 
coiftracts awarded, pursuant to competi­ 
tiva bidding procedures, by the Depart­ 
ment of Parks and Recreation. 


*0» report, was brief and stated that of 
the- 62 contracts issued during' 'the year; 
onfy 'two were the result of competitive 
bidding:.. The rest were renewals or exten­ 
sions of existing; ones. In both instances, 
he- said, the contracts were awarded 
pni»erly. 


$ h a t made the report spark an interest 
was his recommendation for repeal of the 
law which requires him to annually 
review such contracts. And it raised the 
question of whether or not his review was 
limited to just those bid instead of all. 
The need to review governmental con­ 
tracts by an independent agency such as 
the auditor general is always present, no 
matter what agency and regardless of 
the presumed integrity of the officials in 
charge. Errors will occur, sometimes 
inadvertently and occasionally with pre­ 
meditation. 


¿ME MEED ONLY tell the story of an 
incident some yean back in that very 
department, then known as the Division 
of «'Beaches and Parks. Its affaire were 
under supervision of the1 State Park 
Commission, composed of 'honorable gen­ 
tlemen, appointed by the' governor. At the 
time no less a 'person 'than the late

At the instigation of the chief of the 
division, A,. E. Henning, 'the commission 
approved a new 'policy whereto additional 
revenues for the support of the state’s 
parks and beaches would be raised, 
through parking fees at the various 
locales. It approved the suggestion that 
such parking lots be operated by conces­ 
sionaires. 


Henning thereafter prepared the speci­ 
fications for bids from those interested in 
operating the parking concession and 
ultimately reviewed the bids and recom­ 
mended the one to be approved as a pilot. 
The successful bidder was the “ABC 
Company" or some such fictitious busi­ 
ness name. The bid was approved by the 
commission and the contract awarded at 
a meeting held to San Francisco near the 
end of the month. At the same meeting, 
subsequent to the contract award, Hen­ 
ning submitted his resignation retroac­ 
tive to the first of the month ! 
An alert reporter to, Sacramento' pon­ 
dered, the resignation. 'Why, he wondered, 
would someone resign, 'retroactively? And 
how could one who .has been performing 
the official duties, of his job make a 
resignation retroactive! What would be 
the' status of .any official documents 
signed during that period? 
Checking into the curious situation, the 
reporter 'discovered the1 action awarding 
the parking concession. Further checking 
developed the cute fact that the “ABC" 
company was really a “dba" for Hen­ 
ning Needless to say, the contract was 
cancelled and Henning’s resignation was 
accepted without regret. 


THE STORY ILLUSTRATES the need 
for official reviews of contracts. The 
public should not have to rely on the 
alertness of the press to protect it to all 
instances. 
At the same time, the legislature 
should repeal the law making confiden­ 
tial the statements submitted by success­ 
ful bidden as to financial ability and 
experience. Had that been the law at the 
time of Henning's maneuver, the press 
would not have discovered the 'wrong; 


'Triumph' For Kissinger At Vladivostok 


Brings No Security To Peoples Of World 


According to U.S. Sec. of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, a “triumph” was scored by 
the Vladivostok agreement which pur­ 
portedly put a “cap" on the nuclear arms 
race between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
But whose “triumph” was it? 


SURELY IT WAS something of a 
triumph for Dr. Kissinger to have 
brought his negotiations for SALT II 


(Strategic Arms Limitation Talks) to the 
point where his new president, Gerald 
Ford, could be presented to the world as 
a diplomatic genius. Dr. Kissinger’s tim­ 
ing was brilliant. Like a good courtier, he 
had managed to not score his “break­ 
through” when be was last to Moscow on 
his own, but to save it for his master on 
world tour. 
But was it a “triumph" for taxpayers 
of the world? And did it bring any more 


security for the dwellers upon this mu­ 
tually shared planet from the dangers of 
a nuclear war? 


Like previous efforts, or purported 
efforts, to restrict the race in arms, this 
Vladivostok agreement registers certain 
facts about the world. 


It tells us that Washington, if reluctant­ 
ly, has come to recognize that there can 
be no “cap” on the nuclear race without 
substantial equality. The Russians are 
being allowed to catch up with the United 
States. The ceiling is to he placed at a 
point in the' future when the .Soviet Union 
will have perfected and deployed, as 
many MIR'Vs (Multiple Target,able Mis- 
siles) as the United States wants to 
deploy; But no one wants to go any 
higher because the numbers have long 
since reached and passed the point of 
“overkill " 


It tells us also that the Russians are 
willing to accept a limit on number of 
vehicles and numbers of MIRVed war­ 
heads because the United States has the 
economic capacity to outproduce tham in 
an unlimited race. 
It tells us something further of special 
interest to any student of the history of 
“disarmament’’ efforts. 


“We have put a cap on the arms race.” 


BETWEEN WORLD WARS I and II. a 
series of conferences were held which 
attempted to place limits on naval power, 
the equivalent in those days of the 
strategic weaponry of today. 


The first, held in Washington, limited 
the battleships of the three main sea pow­ 
ers of the time — Britain, the United 
States, and Japan — in a ratio of 5:5:3. 
At a second 'Conference held in. Geneva in 
1927, an effort was made to extend the 
formula to other types of 'war vessels. 
That effort foundered: over British refusal 
to accept the idea, 'that 'the United States 
was its 'equal at sea. It was the last stand 
of “Britannia rules the waves."' 
By 1930 that struggle was over. At 
London, the British accepted the rise of 
American seapower and agreed to a new 
broader formula which improved Japan's 


position (the ratio was 10:10:7.). provided 
a five-year holiday in battleship building, 
and fixed limits on submarines and 
aircraft carriers. 


But these cumbersome diplomatic ef­ 
forts turn out to have been largely 
ineffective. The battleship was already 
obsolescent. Britain was unable to main­ 
tain its theoretical equality with the 
United States. And Germany, not a party, 
built the most imaginative and powerful 
new warships of that generation. The 
preoccupation of 1927 with the Anglo- 
American rivalry in sea power ignored 
what the Germans were doing. 


TODAY THE PREOCCUPATION is 
with the Soviet-American arms race.. Yet. 
the danger comes not, from, that race but 
from the spread of nuclear capability to 
other countri.es. The past week has 
brought the expected statement from 
Israel that it now has nuclear capability. 
So eventually may Egypt. India has 
exploded a nuclear device, meaning that 
India can be a nuclear power at choice. 


Once there were only three nuclear 
powers, the United States, Great Britain, 
and the Soviet Union. Now there are two 
more — France and China. Also there 
are up to 10 more which now have the 
ability to produce plutonium, which is the 
substance used in nucler weapons. 
Among them are such geographically 
disparate lands as Brazil, South Africa, 
South Korea, and Japan. Many more are 
getting under way with nuclear programs 
which will include the ability to produce 
plutonium. 


The danger is far greater that some of 
these will use nuclear weapons than that 
the Americans and the Russians will. 
So Dr. Kissinger’s “triumph,”' like the 
London 'naval, conference of 1900', marks, a 
higher degree of accommodation 'between 
the great powers of the moment, but 
ignores the true .source of greatest dan­ 
ger to the security of the world.

Canada's Oil Export Cut-off 
Understandable But Troubling 


(Reprinted from 
The decision of Canada gradually to 
choke off exports of oil to the United 
States is not surprising. It was expected. 
Not much was said about it in the hope 
that through silence the threat would go 
away. It did not and row it is to happen. 


Canadians have a perfectly rational 
explanation for what 'they 'intend, to do. 
The Canada Energy Board., which is a 
national regulatory body, claims that 
unless exports to' the1 United. States are' 
checked, the 'Country will lose its self- 
sufficiency in oil to. seven and a half 
years. A check on, exports will extend 
self-sufficiency for 'two yean, the' board 
claims. 


Canada, which exports oil only to the 
United States, will begin a drastic cut­ 
back to January to 900,000 barrels a day 
from the current level of 977,700 per day. 
The flow will be reduced to 650,000 
barrels a day by mid-1975 and the cross- 
border pipelines will be shut off entirely 
by 1983. 


Canada would keep the oil to the 
ground until it is needed for domestic 
consumption. 


THE OIL POLICY debate is causing 
heated political turbulence inside Cana­ 
da, Alberta's Premier Lougheed is in­ 
censed. H e federal government, be says, 
is pulling a “ripoff” by overtaxing the 
resources industry and is choking off 
cash flows which the province needs to 
'bolster its development.

Apart from the internal turmoil, there 
is also involved a moral question, which 
is seldom, if ever, discussed inside Cana­ 
da. The oil fields were developed with 
American capital and American know­ 
how. This is rot to suggest that Canada 
lacks, either. Rather, Canadians were 
unwilling to develop their own oil fields 
and ^ left the job to more venturesome 
people of another country. 


It can be argued that the United States 
is morally entitled! to' a, share of the oil in 
return for its willingness to' contribute to 
fhe development of Canada, This argu­ 
ment must be left to weigh upon the 
Canadian conscience. 


The nationalists to Canada no doubt 
will reply that oil companies make prof­ 
its from their Canadian operations and, ■ 
that is so. But corporate profits, to these 
times of energy troubles, are just half the 
proposition that is involved here. 


CANADA NEEDS to be reminded 
she is shutting off 25 per cent of the oil 
imported by the United States and that it 
represents 6 per cent of total consump­ 
tion. 


The Canadian decision may not be afl 
bad, however. It adds renewed impetus 
to the drive to this .country to achieve 
self-sufficiency so that Americans will m 
longer he at 'the mercy of the oil produc­ 
ing countries, be they Arabic or Canadi­ 
an.

WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
nation’s 1974 wheat harvest will 
total a record 1,793,332,000 
bushels, 'barely enough, to' meet 
predicted domestic and export 
needs for the current season, 
the Agriculture Departm ent 
said yesterday. 
In its final forecast of the' 
year, the department's crop re­ 
porting hoard said the wheat 
harvest is expected to bring 
farmers a record gross "$7.7 
billion. 
That would he a $1 billion 
increase over last year's record 
because prices are up along 
with the sire of the crop. 
'The report came as adminis­ 
tration officials studied propos­ 
als to increase foreign food aid 
shipments for the current sea­ 
son, which runs, through next 
summer. 
A government source, who 
asked not to be identified, said 


the options prepared for Presi­ 
dent 
Ford’s 
consideration 
ranged from an increase of $200 
m, ilion to an increase of about 
$600 million over 'the currently- 
budgeted figure of $891 million. 
The proposals go from a “low 
option” of 3.9 millón tons to a 
“high option” of 5.2 millón tons 
of food aid shipments compared 
with 3.3 millón tons last year, 
the source estimated. 
Officials said the aid options 
were decided before' 'the crop 
report because the report was 
not expected to show much 
change from previous fore­ 
casts. 
'The final wheat production 
summary was 12.728,000 bush­ 
els above the last government 
estimate of the crop in October

However, the report noted 
that "inadequate moisture and 
snow cover in some areas as 
well as spotty stands in sections 
of the northwest were of some 
concern."

cent from. Nov. 1, but. hurley 
t. o b a c c o prospect s i m proved, 
and the outlook for the fall 
potato crop improved sightly.

presented: final, estimates of the 
1974 wheat, 'barley, oats and rye 
crops. They showed barley 
down from previous forecast

Commercial 
Zoning Eyed 


Larkspur city council, men and 
planning commissioners last, 
night got their first good look at 
a proposed ordinance regulat­ 
ing development in commercial 
districts. 


Following a joint meeting, the 
council and commission made 
some minor changes in wording 
then sent it back to staff for 
further work. 


The ordinance requires that 
new commercial development 
larger than four acres be 
planned as a unit instead of as 
individual parcels. The develop­ 
er must submit a plan which 
takes into account traffic circu­ 
lation, open space and land­ 
scaping. according to the regu­ 
lation... 


Office and commercial use 
would 'be allowed, but an indus­ 
trial park would not. 


Staff was instructed to write 
a provision prohibiting an own­ 
er from subdividing larger par­ 
cels, after Mayor Joan L. Ses- 
tak 'pointed out that no such 
provision existed in the pro­ 
posed ordinance. 


The council and planning 
commission also again went 
over the proposed, parking ordi­ 
nance, a thick document apply­ 
ing to any new structure in the 
city. They returned it to staff 
for more work. 


Key provisions require com­ 
mercial establishments to pro­ 
vide one bicycle rack for each 
four parking stalls, to irrigate 
landscaping and to install con­ 
crete protectors two feet back 
so bumpers do not hit landscap­ 
ing. 


Off-street parking may be 
shared 'between two businesses, 
with consent of the planning 
commission, if one uses it in the 
daytime and the other at night. 


Single family houses and du­ 
plexes must have two spaces. 
Apartments must have one 
space if they have one 'bed­ 
room, 1.5 spaces if two bed­ 
rooms. and two spaces if three 
or four bedrooms. Condomi­ 
niums must have one space if 
one 'bedroom.,, two spaces if two 
bedrooms, and 2.5 spaces if 
three or four bedrooms. Multi­ 
ple units will have four spaces 
for every five units. All those 
also must have guest parking.

In other business, the board 
authorized purchase of a diesel 
engine at, a cost not to exceed

failure. They also named Direc­ 
tor Arthur Crebassa liaison be­ 
tween the 'district board and the 
Tamalpais Businessmen's Asso­ 
ciation. 


Airport Champion 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Ac­ 
cording to the Texas Aeronau­ 
tics Commissioner, the state in. 
1973 had 1,201. airports — more 
than any other state. These 
included 270 municipally owned 
airports, 126 heliports, three 
seaplane ports and 802 private­ 
ly owned airports.

ery. 


Buckley, originally elected as 
a Conservative party candidate, 
said the measure passed be­ 
cause of “tremendous pressure 
for reform for reform’s sake.” 


Glasser denounced the bill as 
“the single worst piece of legis­ 
lation 
for First Amendment 
rights to cross my desk in 
years,” objecting in detail to 
the law’s requirements for dis­ 
closure of all campaign contri­ 
butions and limitations on cam­ 
paign 
spending 
as clear 
violations of citizens’ rights to 
express their political prefer­ 
ences. 
McCarthy, who has indicated 
he may run as a third party 
candidate for president in 1976, 
also objected to wThat he called 
the law’s bias toward the exist­ 
ing major parties: 
“ It. is the same as saying the 
country is going to have two 
established religions. It makes 
it almost impossible to have an 
effective challenge to the two 
established parties.” 


In addition to free expression 
and privacy, the three men. 
objected to ‘'unprecedented 


government surveillance over 
political association” and crea­ 
tion 
of “broad investigative 
powers of doubtful constitution­ 
ality..”

million damage suit yesterday 
in U.S. District Court.

Trans World Airlines and the 
Boeing Co., which built the 727 
plane that crashed. 
His son, John A. Buchanan 
III, 22:. was one of 92 persons 
killed in the accident at Upper- 
ville, Va.

Gotfried and Myatt were 
credited with saving a man 
trying, to leap from the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 
last Aug.. 31. Both men strug­ 
gled with the man on a narrow 
scaffold 200 feet above the 
shore of Yerba Buena Island.. 
Noble was cited for talking 
for nearly an hour with a man 
attempting suicide from, the 
same bridge last May 21.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - A 
plant to convert, solid waste into' 
automobile fuel could be oper­ 
ating on a full-time basis in 
California by 1977, according to 
Assemblyman Bill Greene, D- 
Los Angeles.

Leaders of the nine Common 
Market nations asked Giscard 
ifEstaing yesterday to speak 
lor Western Europe this week­ 
end when he meets President 
Üord in Martinique. 
The decision to press for a 
Ziliange in America s economic 
policies plunged the European 
leaders into the thick of a U.S. 
domestic debate over how to 
deal with inflation and unem­ 
ployment 
Some American economists, 
were expected to take exception 
to a call for stimulating the 
economy because of the threat 
of increasing an already trou­ 
blesome inflation rate. 
President Ford is expected to 
discuss steps to deal with the 
recession in an address tonight 
in Washington. 
* A com m/unique ending a two- 
day Common Market summit 
meeting urged “action aimed 
both at preventing a general 
economic recession and restor­ 
ing stability.” 
The statement stressed that 
the need to fight recession is 
more important now than the 
anti-inflation battle. 
The communique said the Eu­ 
ropean leaders asked Giscard 
d’Estaing to stress to Ford “the 
importance of convergence be­ 
tween the economic policies of 
all industrialized countries

Patrol Chief Says Auto 
Burglars Out In Force 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - Car 
burglars and transportation 
thieves are out in full, force 
during the holiday season. 
Highway Patrol Commissioner 
Dan Lanza warns. 
Lanza, yesterday said .35 per 
cent of the cars stolen in Cali­ 
fornia are hit during the final 
three months of the year, add­ 
ing that “inflation and reces­ 
sion” may raise this year’s 
.seasonal total above last year’s 
47,006. 
Lanza said soaring food 
prices and, increasing unem­ 
ployment have made cars load­ 
ed with grocers as inviting a 
target for car burglars as vehi­ 
cles containing packages. 


“The dangers of detection 
and apprehension involved in- 
transferring such a load piece 
by piece tempt car burglars to' 
become transportation thieves 
and borrow the loaded car itself 
as a. sort of super shopping 
cart,” he said. 
The CHP commissioner said 
most holiday car thievery and. 
burglary can be avoided by 
persons who lock their cars, 
because most holiday thieves- 
are nonprofessionals who con- 
centate on unlocked vehicles. 
Lanza also recommends that 
motorists place packages and 
groceries in the trunk of their 
cars and at night, park in well- 
lighted areas if possible.

Mrs. Ford shook 
her head and replied, “I was a 
little worried about it, but 1 
have had no side effects." 
She threw back her head and 
laughed when asked, if she had 
caught. President, Ford under 
the mistletoe hanging in the 
doorways between the execu­ 
tive mansion's Red, Green and 
Blue Rooms. 
“ I have mistletoe upstairs but 
I haven’t caught him, there 
yet," she said,,, adding' with a 
wink, “ I catch hi mi anywhere1 I 
can." 
Her husband's four months in 
office have been a strain on 
him, she said, and declared, “ I 
think he’s found it harder than 
he-tbought it would be.”

sum m ary judgment in its favor 
in the case, which 'involves re­ 
claimed marshland where Les­ 
lie has erected dikes 'behind 
which, it produces salt. 
U.S. District Judge William 
Sweigert noted that each day 
'both coasts of the country have 
two high... tides, one of which 


goes to a higher shoreward 
level than 'the other. The mean 
high water line is the average 
of 'both tides over 19 years, and 
the m ein higher high water line 
is the average of the highest 
tide. 
The judge said under the 
Federal Water Pollution Con­ 


trol Act the engineers have 
power to issue 'permits for dis­ 
charge of dredged or filled m a­ 
terial into navigable waters. 
Engineers'" regulations provide 
that on the West- Coast naviga­ 
ble waters, and thus its juris­ 
diction extends to the mean 
higher high water line. 
Leslie had claimed that engi­ 
neers could not, 'Control the ac­ 
tivities on property shoreward 
from; the mean high water line 
which traditionally' had been 
considered, the definition of nav­ 
igable water.

HEMPSTEAD. N Y. <UPI> - 
Coach Charley Winner made it 
d e a r yesterday that the New 
York Jets want Joe Namath 
back next season and Namath 
said he'd like to play in New 
York again. But they 'both say 
the decision is out of their 
hands. 
“ I like this team — I don't 
want to leave the people here,” 
said Namath, who is playing 
out his option and becomes a 
free agent May 1. “ I don’t know 
of a better situation for football.

Namath's statement yester­ 
day was a complete reversal 
from his rem ark before Sun­ 
day's upset of Buffalo, when he 
said he didn’t think he’d be 
back playing for New York next 
year. 
“ I haven't even said one word 
to Joe about next year,” said 


Winner, 
w'bo announced 
Na­ 
math *s selection by his team ­ 
mates yesterday as the Jets’ 
Most Valuable Player. “ I don't 
intend to until after the last 
game 
Sunday. 
Then 
I'll sit 
down and ask him. But 1 think I 
know his answer — that he’ll 
have his negotiators sit down 
with the club. 
"But I'll let him know my 
feelings. He is my quarterback 
and I would hate to break up a 
good baUclub. This team has 
tremendous spirit, enthusiasm 
and pride in wrhat they've ac­ 


complished and Joe has been a 
big part of that. I d like to have 
Joe for as long as he's capable 
to play." 
Winner was referring to the 
Jets' turnaround in the last 
month. After losing seven of 
their first eight games, they 
have won five in a row and 
could set a club record with a 
victory over Baltimore Sunday.

The president glanced along, 
the dais, seeking Ohio State

Woody 
Hayes, 
whose 
team will represent the Big Ten 
in the Rose Bowl against USC 
because it eked, out that 12-10 
win over Ford's alma mater. 
I wish Woody and Ohio State 
good luck," he smiled, "but 
that, as a former Michigan 
man, is as far as I can go." 
Enjoying himself, the presi­ 
dent then introduced Bob Hope, 
who opened by saying that the 
president 
had 'discovered be 
could 
not 
veto Ohio State's 
going to the Rose Bowl, but that 
it had been a good idea for the 
chief executive to visit Japan, 
Korea and Russia, since they 
were the only places “the Re­ 
publicans carried" in the last 
elections. 
Hope bantered on and on, 
slyly saying that when Japa­ 
nese Emperor Hirohito gave 
the president a jeweled sword. 
Ford in return offered a “WIN” 
button, explaining that a mil­ 
lion Americans were going to 
wear them in the fight against

Washington by the champion, 
who once was prosecuted by the 
federal government on charges 
of draft evasion. 
r ord laughed at. what he pre­ 
sumed was Ali’s political drop- 
of-the-gauntlet and said of the 
job 
“ It's a great challenge. I 
enjoy the problem s. W e're 
going to get some solutions.” 
Later at a reception in the 
sam e room in the Senate Office 
Building where the Watergate 
hearings were1 held, Ali re­ 
marked of his one-day political 
indoctrination: 
"Now 
that 
I 
have an idea of what it’s about, 
I think it's great. I knew it was 
great but not this great.’ 
He said of Ford's meeting 
with him in the presidential 
Oval Office 
“ He made a mis­ 
take in letting me see the White 
House.” 
All’s red-carpet tour of Wash­ 
ington came as a sequel to a 
day in his honor in New York 
Monday as an afterm ath of his 
re winning the heavyweight title 
from George Foreman in Zaire 
last October. 
The VIP treatm ent accorded 
him was in marked contrast to 
his situation in 1967 when the 
federal government prosecuted 
him on charges of refusing to 
be inducted as a draftee1 be­ 
cause of his Black Muslim be­ 
liefs and his opposition to the 
Vietnam war Aii's conviction, 
carrying a five-year prison sen­ 
tence, was quashed by the Su­

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BOATING 


By STAN DAVIES 


Brush Up On 
Boating Words 


Dock is probably the most abused word in the 
entire lexicon of boating. A dock, to most people, 
is any place or thing where (or to which) a 'boat 
may be tied up or moored. 
In its original sense, the w o r d ------------------------------------------ 
was very specific. It meant 
only the water space between 
piers or wharves. It might also 
have been referred to as a slip 
or a berth. 
A dock is a place to moor a 
'boat, and tying up in a dock or 
to a wharf or pier is done by 
mooring lines. Cleats or bitts 
tor for big ships bollards) are 
available on wharfs to which 
mooring lines are made fast or 
secured. 
Any chafing between boat 
and wharf is usually taken care 
of by fenders. 
When a boat is berthed in a 
slip regularly, lines of proper 
length may be made up with 
eye-splices (permanent loops) 
and with chafing gear: 
The chafing gear may be 
pieces of rubber hose, leather 
or canvas wrapped around a 
mooring line where it passes 
through a chock or fairlead. 
We have just used a number 
of the 
semi-technical 
words 
used by boaters in tying up or 
mooring their boats. There are 
many more one wi.ll run into. 
Most are quite self-explanatory. 
But the fact that there are 
areas of doubt concerning 
moorings is shown by some of 
the questions I’ve been asked. 


Q. What's the difference be­ 
tween a “line"1 and a “rope?” 
A. When you. buy it. call it 
rope or cordage. But when a 
piece of rope is put to work 
doing a specific job it becomes 
a line, such as anchor line, 
mooring line, heaving line, etc. 
Or. it may assume another 
name such as anchor rode or 
sheet or halliard.. Only in a few 
cases is the word rope retained 
when a specific use is indicated 
as in boltrope (part of a sail» or 
bell rope. 


Q. Is nylon, better than nat­ 
ural rope for' an anchor line? 
A. It’s definitely 'better. Nylon 
stretc!- ; and has a springiness 
that manila or other fibers do 
not have Many nylon ropes will 
stretch as much as 40 per cent 
of their length before breaking. 
This elasticity is quite undesir­ 
able in some applications such 
as for sheets or halliards on a 
sailboat. 
Q. Does the low demand I 


carry a rope on my boat for 
safety? 
A. Surprisingly the law does 
not. but common sense certain­ 
ly does. A minimum of two, 20- 
foot lengths for tying up .seems 
ad\isable. For large cruisers, 
or boats. 26 feet long or more, I 
would take along two, 50-foot 
lengths for mooring, plus at 
least 100 feet for an anchor, 
plus another 50 feet of lighting 
hearing line such as floating 
ski-tow rope. 
Q. Does, rope size mean 
diameter or circumference? 
A. Fiber ropes are usually 
measured by circumference 
and wire ropes usually by di­ 
ameter, but sad to say both 
systems get mixed up. So te 
careful When you buy or order 
a rope specify exactly what you 
want . . . for instance 1% inch 
circumference manila. 
Q. What's the best rope for 
towing water skiers? 
A. The type that’s used al­ 
most invariably 'nowadays is a 
braided line made of polyethyl­ 
ene or 'polypropylene .. . . two 
synthetics. The braiding gives 
the rope spring and resistance 
to kinking, and both materials 
float. These materials are rec­ 
ommended for the buoyant 
heaving line that was men­ 
tioned earlier. Either type' of 
rope is also good, for “"painters""’ 
on light craft. 
Q. I left my boat tied up. 
the rope got wet and pulled a 
cleat off my deck. How much 
does it shrink? 
A. Synthetics don’t shrink 
when wet, but .all natural fibers 
like manila, sisal, hemp, linen 
and cotton do. The only exact 
figure I have is this: 4 -inch 
diameter manila shrinks one- 
inch per foot when thoroughly 
wet. 
Q. What's the best rope to 
resist abrasion? 
A. Nylon and dacron are 
about equal. 
Q. I've beard nylon is four 
times as strong as ordinary7 
rope. Is this so? 
A. Almost. Here are the rela­ 
tive breaking strengths of four 
common rope materials in five- 
eights inch, 'diameter: m ania 
1,350 pounds: nylon 4,000; dac­ 
ron 3.600: polyethylene 2.400.

Let’s say you each earned

and not pay tax. Also, if you 


were employed and .income tax 
was withheld,, you 'would want, 
to file a return to get, a refund. 
If you had self-employment 
income of $400 or more, then 
you, must file a return, and pay 
the self-employment tax even 
though you are' not required, to 
pay income tax... 
If you stay single, your par­ 
ents may be able to claim, the 
dependency deduction for each 
of you. They must have fur­ 
nished over half the cost of 
your support for 1974 and your 
gross .income must not. have 
been more 'than $750' in 1974; 
unless you were a student for 
five months or more, or were 
under 19 years old. on Decem­ 
ber 31, 1974. 
This w ill not prevent you. 
from, also filing your own re­ 
turn. or not filing as above, ' 
unless you have 'taxable divi­

Hilton Hotels Corp.’s hotels to 
the Prudential Insurance Co. of 
America. 


The announcement was made 
yesterday by Barron Hilton, 
president of Hilton Hotels Corp.

Consummation of the transac­ 
tion is subject to normal condi­ 
tions, including agreement upon 
detailed terms. Hilton will re­ 
tain the remaining 50 per cent 
equity interest in the six hotels 
and will manage all six on 
behalf of the joint ownership. 


The properties involved in the 
transaction are the San Fran­ 
cisco Hilton... the .Los Angeles 
Hilton, the Beverly Hilton, the 
Dallas Staffer Hilton, the Wash­ 
ington Staffer Hilton and the 
Tarrytown Hilton Inn, aggre­ 
gating 5,420 rooms.

O SHOW THAT YOU CARE 
Give Gifts From The Oven

Christinas is the season of 
giving and what speaks, more of 
jove and caring than a gift from 
the hearth? 
A golden loaf of your own 
homemade fruit cakes or de­ 
lectable candies may require a 
little more time in the kitchen, 
a little more “giving of the 
self." but isn't that what the 
season is all a tout? 
Food gifts are also a thought­ 


ful way to welcome guests, a 
perfect way to greet hostesses 
and an appreciative way of 
showing your thanks to the 
postman, milkman and teacher. 
Once you’ve created your fa­ 
vorite holiday gifts, don't let 
them be crushed in the mail. 
First, pick varieties that trav­ 
el well — fudge, caramels or 
fruit drops, for example, Use a 
metal container and place a 
layer of crushed waxed paper 
in the bottom. Then, cut divi­ 


ders of cardboard and fit into 
the box to help keep the pieces 
from shifting about in transit. 
After arranging the candies 
and cookies attractively in their 
gift box, add the lid, and tape 
or tie it shut for extra protec­ 
tion.

“People are getting more and 
more interested in vegetarian­ 
ism and a lot of people are 
more health minded,” observes 
Rhoda Keehnel, a registered 
nurse and 'home nutritionist. 


A vegetarian herself slice 
age 15, Mrs. Keehnel of San 
Rafael has just completed a 
successful series of vegetarian 
cooking classes with over 60 
“students" where she discussed 
entrees, breakfast, desserts, 
vegetables and fruits, and 
school lunches for children. 


What Mrs. Keehnel stresses 
at 'her classes (which will begin 
again next year! is preventive 
medicine': "It’s the way people 
eat and don’t eat,’’ said Mrs. 
Keehnel, wife of the pastor of 
the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church. 
One of the first and most 
important rules in food prepa­ 
ration is “that it should be 
beautiful to look at,” said Mrs, 
Keehnel. This includes, she 
added, food attractively served 
and attention given to color and 
texture, contrast of foods, as 
well as dishes, linen and table 
setting 
Next in importance is taste, 
she continued, then ease of 
preparation and serving. 
But, she stressed, no matter 
how attractive a meal is or how 
delicious it may taste, “ if it 
does not meet all the nutritional 
needs of the 'body it has fallen 
short, of its goal.” 
" . . . As we look at our mod­ 
em supermarkets with their 
eight to ten thousand items, we 
must remember that 50 per 
cent of what they have to offer 
is carbohydrate — most of 
which is so processed that it is 
deficient in important vitamins 
and minerals,” she said.

Mrs. Keehnel,: banana-cranber­ 
ry appetizer and walnut sticks;

Wouldn't if be' 'nice to find out 
early if you or your children 
are' among those who will prob­ 
ably develop heart trouble — 
and find something to prevent

DN' A RAINY Tuesday morn­ 
ing earlier this month, 35 chil­ 
dren underwent testing in a 
motor home parked, at the 
Northgate shopping center. 
They were pioneers in a project 
organized by the Marin County 
Heart Association aimed at re­ 
ducing the risk factors that 
predispose children to heart 
disease later in life. 
The children, including stu­ 
dents from the Terra Linda 
Cooperative Nursery School 
and their younger and older 
siblings, were tested to see how 
they stand, in relation to the five 
major risk factors that predis­ 
pose persons to coronary heart 
disease. 
These are, according to the 
heart association: 


1. HYPERTENSION. Hyper­ 
tension is believed to have its 
beginnings in childhood years. 
This condition, or the potential 
for it, it thought to be heredi­ 
tary 'because children with ele­ 
vated blood pressures usually 
have parents with hypertension. 
2. SERUM CHOLESTEROL.

3. OBESITY. “This is a ma­ 
jor factor in the development of 
heart disease. (Evidence! indi­ 
cates that most obesity begins 
in early childhood,,, and that 80 
■per cent of overweight children 
remain overweight as adults. If 
a preventive approach is to be 
successful, it must 'be applied 
as early in life as possible. 
Eating habits acquired at an 
early age develop into life-long 
dietary practices." 


4. EXERCISE. “It is estimat­ 
ed that the average American 
child spends more hours in 
front of a TV set than in any 
other single activity. This is 
often the 'beginning of a seden­ 
tary way of life — another risk 
factor in the development of 
heart disease." 


5. SMOKING. “Cigarette con­ 
sumption is increasing among 
young people in (he United 
States. Risk of heart attack and 
stroke increase in direct rela­ 
tion to the number of cigarettes 
smoked. The inception of smok­ 
ing in the child is related to the 
smoking habits of the parents. 
Parental 
smoking 
may also 
have a deleterious effect on the 
children through passive inhal­ 
ation,.’ 
For each child in the pilot 
project, height. wreight and 
blood pressure were taken by 
trained volunteers. Blood, sam­ 
ples were taken for determina­ 
tion of serum cholesterol.

THERE WILL BE two one- 
hour educational programs for 
parents, aimed at encouraging 
a family oriented risk reduction 
plan. A physician will explain 
the disease of atherosclerosis 
and the risk factors which pre­ 
dispose persons to heart attacks 
later in life. A dietician will 
outline dietary 
recommenda­ 
tions of the heart association 
and will advise on, meal plan­ 
ning and marketing. 
Parents will be given their 
children’s profiles at these 
meetings. Private physicians of 
each will also receive copies, 
with request for individual fol- 
lowup on children identified as 
high risks 
After six months, height, 
weight and family information 
will be obtained again, so pro­ 
files can be compared and the 
program can be evaluated in 
terms; of measurable changes in 
life style. 


ANOTHER FOLLOWUP, af­ 
ter one year, will seek to deter­ 
mine if risk factors have been 
reduced in children who are 
found to 'be highly susceptible 
to heart disease. 
If the project is deemed suc­ 
cessful in terms of reducing 
risk of heart 'disease in children 
— and incidentally their par­ 
ents — it will be extended, 
according to a heart association 
spokesman. “It looks like we’re 
on to something," she said. “A 
number of these children""

showing up as high risks”

New Sian Ordinance 


A revised sign ordinance, de­ 
scribed as more liberal than the 
existing one. underwent long 
scrutiny in a three-hour public 
hearing before the Novato City 
Council last night. 


Merchants sought loosening 
of the proposed regulations 
while the Novato Environmen­ 
tal Quality Committee sought 
tightening. The council, weight­ 
ed with testimony, continued 
the m atter until next Tuesday. 


Planning Director Brian W. 
Mattson said the proposed ordi­ 
nance. nearly two years in the 
making, 
was 
a 
“ reasonable 
compromise” after many work 
sessions with merchants. 


The 
proposed 
ordinance 
would increase the maximum 
allow able sign area to 100 
square feet, provide added 


square-footage for buildings 
with more than one frontage, 
generally eliminate review by 
the city plan review committee, 
set a minimum, sign area of 25 
square 
feet 
and limit free­ 
standing signs to a maximum 
of 30 square feet. 
Ben F. Edwards, represent­ 
ing the Novato Chamber of 
Commerce, said the proposed 
ordinance “ corrects a lot of 
inequities,” but also said there 
shouldn't be any maximum sign 
area set since other regulations 
would govern against excesses. 
Donald R. Dickenson of the 
environmental quality commit­ 
tee, said the additional area 
granted for additional frontage's 
would permit sign area in some 
existing businesses to be in­ 
creased by as much as 315 per 
cent

Male Breast 
Growth, 
Use Linked 


BOSTON (AP> — Men may 
develop fully feminine breasts 
from heavy marijuana smok­ 
ing, say two Harvard Medical 
School surgeons. 
'The surgeons said they are 
treating and studying 16 males 
whose breast enlargement ay- 
parently is related to smoking 
marijuana. They said it proba­ 
bly affects both sexes. 
“This effect seems to occur in 
only a small percentage of peo­ 
ple who use the drug,” said 
Drs. John Harmon, chief surgi­ 
cal resident at New England 
Deaconess Hospital, and Mene- 
laos Aliapoulios, a surgeon at 
Cambridge Hospital. 
“It’s like digitalis (a heart 
muscle stimulant) which also 
causes breast enlargement in a 
very few patients who take it,” 
they said. 
“So, if a woman smoked mar­ 
ijuana, even heav:i|y, she might 
have one chance in 100, say, of 
increasing her breast size,” 
they said. 
The surgeons said the 16 pa­ 
tients are between 18 and 30 
years old and smoked mari­ 
juana at least three times a 
week. Some smoked it daily . 
They said they have produced 
the same results in .research on 
male rats by .injecting them 
with THC, the psychoactive in­ 
gredient in marijuana. 
The most practical treatment 
is to surgically remove excess 
mammary gland tissue 
The doctors said that to mini­ 
mize the condition or prevent it 
from, recurring, patients must 
stop smoking marijuana.

$97 Million 
Cost Seen 
From Ruling 


SAN FRANCISCO ÍUPI) - 
The legislative analyst estim at­ 
ed yesterday that a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision could 
push the cost of bilingual edu­ 
cation in Caifomia as high as 
$97 million a, year. 
The state spends a minimum 
of $36.3 million annually on, 
bilingual education, but. A. Alan 
Post said as much as 38 per 
cent of the state’s limited and, 
non-English speaking students 
are excluded. 
The high court ruled the San 
Francisco Unified School Dis­ 
trict violated the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act by failing to provide 
English language instruction 
for 1.800 non-English speaking 
Asi an-Americans. 
The court, in reaching the 
decision, ordered the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court, to consider which of 
several 
alternative programs 
would satisfy the ruling. 
Figures prepared by the De­ 
partm ent of E ducation list 
about 215,000' students in Cali­ 
fornia school districts as either 
non-English or limited English 
speaking, with Spanish and 
Chinese the predominant lan­ 
guages spoken. 
Post said it would cost $42 
million a year in state and 
federal funds to satisfy the 
court that these students were 
not being denied an equal edu­ 
cation . 
He made the estim ate in a 
statem ent to the Assem bly 
Ways and Means Subcommittee 
on Education meeting here. 
However, the legislative ana­ 
lyst said many state-approved 
bilingual and Incultura! educa­ 
tion programs require by law 
that one-third of the participat­ 
ing students 'be English speak­ 
ing. He said in some cases as 
much as .56 'per cent of the 
enrollment is made up of stu­ 
dents learning a second lan­ 
guage. 
Meeting the state require­ 
ment that one-third taking part, 
in bilingual programs be En­ 
glish speaking would push the 
cost up to $63. million with 
321.000 students eligible. 
At the existing enrollment 
breakdown of 56 per cent of the 
program participants, speaking' 
only English, the cost would 
climb to .$97 million with 490,000 
eligible students. 
Post said the state may be 
meeting more of the1 court man­ 
d a te d 
re q u ire m e n ts 
th a n 
records show because1 of the 
unavilability of data for several 
state and federally funded pro­ 
grams. 
While $36.3 million is now 
spent on bilingual education for 
124,000, Post said in the state­ 
ment that only 77,906 are stu­ 
dents with a language other 
than 
English 
as 
a native 
tongue.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Little Bit Of Exercise Daily 
Better Than Lot At One Time 


Some people avoid exercise like the plague 
'because they have learned, through experi­ 
ence that sporadic bursts of physical activity 
are followed by stiffness and soreness. 
Yet if they were persistent and exercised 
daily, they would find that many of these 
aches and pains would disappear. An added 
bonus would 'be the increase in strength, bulk 
and tone of their muscles. Even professional 
baseball and football players go through the 
same experience during spring training. 


NORMAL 
MUSCLE, elastic 
and ready to contract at a 
moment's notice, is stretched 
between two points of insertion. 
If you are a sedentary and 
inactive 
person, 
these fibers 
become 
thin and 
elongated. 
When 
you 
finally 
put 
these 
flabby muscles to work, they 
have to take up the slack before 
they con make a good contrac­ 
tion 
The temporary stiffness 
and cram ping that follows 
usually can be relieved by heat 
and a few aspirin tablets, so 
don't get. discouraged. 
Muscular rheumatism <fibros- 
itisi is more prevalent today 
since more of us are living a 
sedentary existence. Few peo­ 
ple will walk to the store when 
they can 
hop 
into the car. 
Muscles were made to be used, 
not pampered, and this is why 
moderate, daily exercise is in­ 
valuable for keeping in shape. 
Simple nick-stretching exer­ 
cises that take less than five 
minutes a day often can alle­ 
viate 'periodic stiffness of the 
neck..

The suit alleges that the var­ 
ious unions and individuals con­ 
spired to inferiere with the 
operations of the newspaper by 
unlawful means including vio­ 
lence during dem onstrations 
and secondary boycotts. 
Questioning of the prospec­ 
tive jurors continued at a slow 
pace with four panel members 
excused for cause yesterday.

Food Prices 
Going Up 
In Canada 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Statistics 
Canada 
reported 
today 
that 
consumer prices were climbing 
at an annual rate of 12 per cent 
in November, the highest rate 
in 28 years. 
The spiraliog annual inflation 
rate was fueled by a 1.1 per 
cent increase in the Consumer 
Price Index in November. 'Soar­ 
ing food and transportation 
costs contributed to two-thirds 
of the entire CPI jump.. 
The government statistics bu­ 
reau said the 12 per cent aver­ 
age annual increase was the 
highest since the period Octo­ 
ber, 1948, over October:, 1947, 
when consumer prices rose at 
an annual rate of 12.2 per cent. 
Statistics Canada said, the lat­ 
est 
increase means the 1961 
dollar buys only 57 cents worth 
of goods today. 
One-third of the November 
CPI increase was caused by a 
1.3 per cent rise in food, prices, 
which now- are rising at an 
annual rate of 15.7 per cent. 
Most food items were up but 
the major contributors to the 
November boost in the index 
were fresh milk, fresh vegeta­ 
bles and sugar.

Variable Rate Urged 
For Electricity Use 


STANFORD (UPD - Pnces 
for electricity should fluctuate 
during the day like phone rates 
to discourage usage during 
peak periods, according to a 
report released yesterday by 
the Stanford Environ mental 
Law Project. 
The system, called “ Peak 
Load Pricing” in France where 
it has been applied successfully 
for 17 years, would reduce fuel 
consumption, 
trim 
capital 
needs, and possibly result in 
rate cuts of as much as 50 per 
cent in some cases, the report 
says. 
The1 study, prepared by 21 
students in law, economics, en­ 
gineering, biology and Commu­ 
nications, was 'edited by Lloyd 
Marble 
and Charles 
Meyer, 
both on the staff of Stanford 
Law School. 
“ Peak Load Pricing" in the 
United States would lead to 
more predictable utility earn­ 
ings, push average load factors 
on generating equipment from 
present levels of 40 or .50 per 
cent to at least 90 per cent and 
allow a corresponding reduction 
in gross rates charged of up to 
50 per cent, the report says. 
The variable pricing system 
would also eliminate some of 
the need to expand, utilities' 
generating capacity and en­ 
courage more stable price rates 
for electricity while depressing 
rates for energy used during; 
off-peak hours, says the study. 
Real costs of electricity have 
declined since World War II, 
but future prices will keep pace 
with or even outdistance the 
rate of inflation, the report 
says. The current price' struc­ 
ture for electricity already has 
created a hardship for nation's 
poor, it adds. 


“ The heavy burden of accel­ 
erating utility demands for 
more revenue 'is threatening to 
make electricity too expensive 
for the poor to afford,” the 
report warns. Since the poor 
often lack the resources to re­ 
spond to a rate increase with 
conservation measures availa­ 
ble to upper-income customers, 
they “ are forced to absorb the 
full brunt of a price increase,” 
it says. 
The study also says nuclear 
power is a bad. 'bet for society. 
Even though this source of pow­ 
er offers a larger amount of 
energy at lower costs than most 
other currently available 
sources, its development will 
burden the nation with process­ 
ing and storing nuclear wastes 
for centuries. The only practi­ 
cal way to avoid environmental 
destruction is by cutting total 
electrical consumption, the re­ 
port says.
